2. Paragraphs 3, 4 and 5 of Public Notice No. 27- 
ITC (PN) 180 dated 15th July, 1980 as amended by 
Public Notice No. 44-ITC (PN) 180 dated the 17th 
November, 1980 shall be substituted by the follow- 
ln rr 

"3. A non-tourist passenger mav also be allowed 
to import as a part of his baggage, without 
an import licence, but on payment of cus¬ 
toms duty any items of personal or house¬ 
hold effects (except fire arms), for his own 
use or for use of his family. 


5. The above concessions may be allowed pro¬ 
vided the proper officer of the customs is 
satisfied that the items are being imported 
for bona fide use ,of the passenger or his 
family or for making a gift or souvenir, as 
the case may be, and subject to the condi¬ 
tion that they shall not be sold, displayed, 
advertised or offered for sale or displayed 
in a shop until : 

(a) in the case of TV, it has been used for a 
period of not less than five years from the 
date of clearance by such person, or pas¬ 
senger or member of the crew, or 

(b) in the case of other goods, when the 
market price is depreciated to less than 
50 per cent of their market price when 
new.”
